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Trial in Jeopardy 


Defense Protests Procedure

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - 
Attorneys 
in 
the 
im­ 
peachment trial of South 
Texas District Judge O.P. 
Carrillo say the Senate’s 
decision to vote individually 
on the first two of IO articles 
against 
Carrillo 
could 
jeopardize the proceedings. 
The 
Senate 
decided 
Wednesday to vote on the 
two articles which have been 
debated this week, 
in­ 


dicating that if Carrillo is 
found guilty of those two and 
removed from office, the 
remaining charges could be 
dropped. 
The decision could end the 
trial next week. The motions 
allow the Senate to vote 
separately on the two ar­ 
ticles after hearing final 
arguments. 
“There 
is 
a 
serious 
question of jeopardy in 
taking a multiple indictment 
and carving out a single 


question,” said defense 
attorney Arthur Mitchell. “I 
had expressed my notions at 
the outset on the piecemeal 
concept. 
Special prosecutor Terry 
Doyle also objected and 
asked Senate members not 
to consider the impeachment 
articles individually. 
“More than once in the last 
few days, senators have ex­ 
pressed the possibility that 
they could go home after one 
or two of these articles,” 
Doyle said. “Disposing of 
one or two of them would put 
the Senate in the position of 
not doing what is required in 
the constitution in im­ 
peachment cases.” 


The two articles accuse 
Carrillo of using county 
welfare funds to buy his 
family 
groceries 
and 
collecting county money 
from 
the 
rental 
of 
nonexistent equipment. 


The prosecution’s chief 
witness, Rodolfo Couling, 
Wednesday was accused of 
trying to “con” the Senate 
into 
believing 
Carrillo 
received $370,000 for the 
rental 
of 
nonexistent 
equipment. 
Mitchell said Carrillo 
actually 
received 
only 
$12,000 Couling claims were 
channeled through his store 
to Carrillo. 
Under Mitchell’s cross 
examination, Couling said he 
paid Carrillo $12,939 during 
1971 and 1972, but was paid 
$20,000 by Carrillo during the 
same period. 
“Don’t you think my client 
would be an idiot if he un­ 
dertone to rip off the county 
for $300,000 and wound up in 
the hole,” Mitchell asked 
Couling. 
Couling says he channeled 
a total of $370,000 from 
governmental agencies to 
Carrillo.

“You'll have to give some 
of the credit for this ap­ 
pointment to Betty,” the 
President told Mrs. Arm- 
s tong.

Texan responded laughingly 
with appreciation to the 
First Lady, and also ex­ 
tended her gratitude to Ford 
and Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger.

The President said he be­ 
lieved Mrs. Armstrong, who

The British government 
already has informed the 
State Department of its 
acceptance of Mrs. Arm­ 
strong.

of the ambassadorship. She 
told newsmen iast week on 
her family ranch she wanted 
to take a taste of Texas to 
Britain. 
“I want to host a Texas 
barbeque to show how' we 
entertain down here and I 
hope to take Rosie with us,” 
she said. Rosario Munoz is 
Mrs. Armstrong’s Mexican- 
American house keeper who 


specializes 
in

Mrs. Armstrong said her 
goal would be to strengthen 
Anglo-American 
relations.

Still Broke 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — An accounting firm asked by the 
Treasury to take a new look at New York City s finances is 
raising doubts that the city will be able to regain solvency, 
even with $2.3 billion in federal loans. 
Despite the report’s pessimistic tone, Treasury Secretary 
William Simon said he is approving a third loan, of $140 
million, to the city, to be made today. 
That brings to $510 million the amount the city has 
received under the program proposed by President Ford and 
accepted by Congress. 
Simon said he has satisfied himself — as the program 
requires — that “there is a reasonable prospect for repay 
merit.” 
,

The report from the Washington firm of Arthur Andersen 
& Co. draws no final conclusions about the feasibility of the 
city’s financial plan. 
But it says the city is counting on revenues it may not 
receive, economies it may not achieve and does not have an 
accounting procedure whereby auditors can tell where the 
city stands. 
Not Momentous 
NORTH PLATTE, Neb 
(UPI) — To Erwin Charles 
Simants, wiping out a family of six was no more momentous 
than buying a pack of cigarettes at a drug store, according to 
a psychiatrist. 
Simants was on trial for the slaying of six members of the 
Henry Kellie family at their Sutherland, Neb., home. 
Dr. Jack Anderson, a Lincoln, Neb., psychiatrist, told 
jurors Wednesday Simants killed the Kellie family with the 
same ease “you would expect him to have if he went down to 
the drugstore to get some cigarettes.” 
Anderson said Simants, 30, experienced an “acute schi­ 
zophrenic episode” when he grabbed a 22-caliber rifle from 
the home of his sister and brother-in-law and went next door 
to the Kellies Oct. 18 and began the sex-murder spree. 
The psychiatrist said Simants didn’t know right from 
wrong, was unable to grasp the consequences of what he had 
done and had no comprehension of possible punishment.

(UPI) — Arturo Rodriguez and his 
young nephew Ricardo have spent many hours fishing on 
the banks of the Rio Grande. But now they say they may 
never go back. 
They were there Wednesday, just off the road and away 
from the city’s noise, and were watching the sun slowly

they heard something out of place. 
“It was like the rustling of leaves,” said a frightened 
Rodriguez, 19. “Then we looked up — and we ran like the 
devil was after us. 
“We didn’t even say anything to each other until we 
reached the front door of the house.” 
What Rodriguez and his 9-year-old nephew said they 
saw was a giant grey bird, gliding over the river at a 


height oi about 50 feet. 
Rodriguez said the bird had a wingspan of 15 to 20 feet 
and had a body the size of a “small man,” about five feet 
long. 
About two hours after Rodriguez ran irom the banks of 
the Rio Grande, Roberto Gonzalez, 24, was driving toward 
Iko 
nn ITS STI which oar a bels the river. As he drove

past the oil fields near the highway, he said he also saw 
the bird. 
“It was silhouetted against the clouds,” said Gonzalez, 
24. “It was about 60 feet in the air just over the road.” 
The sightings by Rodriguez and Gonzalez were the only 
two in the Laredo area Wednesday, but are among many 
reports in the past several weeks about a huge, gliding 
bird hovering near roads and rivers in South Texas. The 


creature has been dubbed “Big Bird” by area residents 
At least one man says Big Bird is nothing new Jesus 
Martinez, a Donna, Tex., resident, says he saw it about 
five years ago but didn’t mention it for fear of being 
laughed at. 


“I never saw nothing like that in my whole life, 
Mnrtirw>7 said “It was about 16 feet wide because it 
covered the width of the road. I know it s no buzzard 
because I don’t think a buzzard flies at night and it s much 
bigger than a buzzard.” 


Two policemen also report they have seen Big Bird 
gliding through the streets of San Benito, and a television 
station has photographed three-toed bird prints 
measuring nine inches by 12 inches. 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A drawn-looking Patricia 
Hearst says she broke down and cried repeatedly when a 
government psychiatrist accused her of plotting her own 
abduction and proudly participating in a bank robbery. 
The newspaper heiress testified Wednesday in her first 
court appearance since she was kidnaped by the Symbionese 
Liberation Army nearly two years ago. 
Miss Hearst, speaking softly to a hushed courtroom, also 
testified that she “didn’t feel proud” to have participated in 
an armed bank robbery with SLA members of the Sym­ 
bionese Liberation Army. 
The surprise hearing was held on a defense contention that 
government psychiatrist Harry Kozol had browbeaten the 
21-year-old woman in jailhouse talks and should be barred 
from talking to her again. 
No Sex Changes 
VATICAN CITY (UPI) — The Vatican today published an 
unprecedented contemporary sexual code for Roman 
Catholics attacking the “unbridled exaltation of sex” and 
condemning all sexual union outside marriage, including all 
homosexual relations and masturbation. 
The document did not change any traditional church 
dogma on sex but presented with unusual candor and clarity 
the Vatican’s rejection of modern society,’s — and some of its 
own theologians’ — arguments for liberalizing sexual ethics. 
“The use of the sexual function has its true meaning and 
moral rectitude only in true marriage,” it said, adding that 
church teaching on sexual ethics “cannot be considered as 
having become out of date or doubtful under the pretext that 
a new cultural situation has arisen.” 
It did not touch on abortion, contraception or norms of 
sexual life within marriage. 
Wallace vs. Courts 
MONTGOMERY, Ala. (UPI) — Gov. George Wallace has 
built part of his political career on challenging the federal 
judicial system. Now he says a vote for him for president 
“might give a political barbed wire enema to some of these 
federal judges.” 
The comment came during Wallace’s announcement 
Wednesday the state will appeal a federal court ruling that 
Alabama must upgrade its prions or shut them down.

There comes a time when silence is not golden, just yellow. 
And right now, at the outset of 1976, it’s time to call a spade 
a shovel. 
Face the facts. Terrorist groups roam this country. Bands 
of guerrilla warriors aim to bring chaos and havoc to our 
land.

Judge Is Hard-Nosed

illegally carrying a pistol or 
drunk 
drivers 
causing 
serious accidents find a 
brand of frontier justice in 
Judge Charles M. Coussons' 
criminal court. 
Render justice swiftly and 
make it tough, says the 
newcomer to the county’s 
criminal court system 
“ The maximum penalty is 
a year in jail for illegally 
carrying a pistol. I am not 
receiving pleas for less than 
30 days,” the soft-spoken 
Lufkin, Tex., native said 
recently. 
“ I thought the penalties 
were too low and justice was 
not being served “ 
Coussons, appointed to the 
bench last week, revealed 
his hard line policy in a 
memorandum to lawyers 
defending cases in his court 
and to the district attorney’s 
office 


The judge said he vail 
consider each case 
in­ 
dividually, but his policy will 
be strict punishment — with 
no exceptions in pistol cases. 
Carrying a gun openly is not 
rn all instances illegal but it 
easily can be, and if brought 
before Coussons’ court will 
mean at least month in jail 
for the bearer. 
“ You have to consider the 
greatest 
good 
for 
the 
greatest number of people,” 
he said. “ People should 
realize pistols are not play 
things. 
“ I have no objection to 
ownership of firearms as 
long as they are confined to 
home or a recreational 
home. However, carrying a 
pistol on your person can 
lead to trouble for either 
the person carrying the gun 
or another person. 
“ If a person is in a small 
fist fight and has a pistol 
available, he would likely 
reach for it — where he 


would not, if he didn’t have 
one,” he said. “ People just 
aren’t trained enough to use 
a pistol 
for their own 
defense.” 
The 
judge 
has 
equal 
disdain for drunk drivers. 
“ Anything that can be 
done to alleviate that (the 
high incidence of alcohol- 
related accidents) would be 
in the public interest,” he 
said. 
He plans to assess 30-day 
jail terms in pistol cases and 
will not grant probation to 
drunk drivers who cause 
serious accidents. Other­ 
wise, drunk drivers can 
expect a stiff fine and jail 
time. 
Some 
attorneys 
think 
Coussons’ 
position 
may 
make it difficult for him to 
achieve a second goal he has 
set for himself — to bring all 
cases to trial in 90 days.- 
“ I think it will actually 
speed 
up 
the 
docket,’ 
Coussons said.

West^s Vendetta 
Brought to End 


COVENTRY. England (UPI) — Anthony West’s 
seven-year vendetta against his next door neighbors 
finally landed him in jail. 
His campaign against Joseph and Monica Fisher 
began on their first Christmas Day in the adjoining 
home. West decided to spend the holiday doing repair 
work on his fireplace and set up a day-long disturbance 
with his hammering. 
He used his electronics know how to blank out the 
Fisher’s television screen during special sports and 
movie programs. 
He turned two stereo speakers to the common wall 
and blasted the Fishers, their four children and 83- 
year-old aunt, with high-pitched whistling. 
He also inserted radio loudspeakers under their 
floorboards and turned them on full blast. 
It was his last effort that led to his arrest. The 
prosecution told Warwick Crown court that West 
drilled holes through a bedroom wall and a wardrobe 
and used 55 feet of tubing to pipe cooking gas into the 
Fisher home 
The aunt sharing the bedroom with the Fisher’s 11- 
yearold daughter was awakened by the smell and 
raised the alarm 
Prosecutor Clive Taylor said the concentration of gas 
was so great that the smell lingered for more than 12 
hours. 
There was enough to blow up the Fisher home and 
neighboring houses, he said. 
West. 33, who said he asked the Fishers for 
forgiveness, was given a year in jail

Tse-tung himself to join his 
a n c e s t o r s would h av e 
generated a greater or more 
“un-Chinese” outpouring of 
o ffi c i a l m o u rn i n g and 
euologizing than did the death 
of Chou En-lai. 
It was a final remarkable 
tribute to a remarkable man 
For years it was taken for 
granted by China-watchers, 
and presumably by the 
Chinese themselves, that 
Chou — premier and No. 2 
man in the Chinese Com­ 
munist hierarchy, who at one 
time seemed to run China vir­ 
tually singlehanded on a day- 
to-day basis — would inherit 
the aging Mao’s mantle. Few 
observers anticipated that he 
might pre-decease Mao. 
But Chou himself was aging 
and was, as we now know, 
stricken by cancer. For the 
last few years of his life he 
was continuously hospitalized 
Even so, to the outside world 
Chou continued to represent 
the semblance if not the ac­ 
tuality of power in China. 
Whatever subtle realignments 
and shifting of authority his 
long incapacity must have oc­ 
casioned remain as yet un­ 
clear. 


Mao Tse-tung, that semi­ 
mythical, deified figure, now 
remains alone as the last of 
the original Chinese com­ 
munists. All the rest are gone, 
either through death or defec­ 
tion or purge. The passing of 
Chou En-lai now makes more 
obvious than anything else 
could the great void of 
leadership that exists between 
Mao and the masses 
First Deputy Premier Teng 
Hsiao-ping, whose name most 
Americans never heard until 
President Ford’s trip to China 
last fall, gives more the im­ 
pression of being an interim 
or caretaker administrater 
than the new heir to Mao. 


Again unlike most other 
Chinese Communists, Cho En- 
lai was well known outside his 
country long before President 
Nixon’s historic visit in 
March, 1972 — that dramatic 
parting of the bamboo curtain 
for which Chou was so greatly 
responsible. For nine years 
before and during World War 
II, he had been liaison man 
between the Communists, 
Chiang Kai-sheks Nationalists 
and Western representatives 
in Chungking. 
He was named premier and 
foreign minister of the 
people’s republic at its foun­ 


ding in 1949, and was the only 
premier it has ever had. In 
1954, he represented China at 
the Geneva conference on 
Vietnam, at which was laid 
the ground for America’s 
later tragic involvement in 
that country. 
It was in 1972, however, that 
Chou attained something 
almost like popularity in the 
United States as host and 
toastmaster to the American 
presidential and press en­ 
tourage. 
The face of China that Chou 
presented to Americans via 
satellite television was an at­ 
tractive one. Surely, one 
thought, if this urbane, 
gr acious and obviously highly 
intelligent man was typical of 
the “new Chinese” , there was 
no reason in the world why our 
two countries could not 
resolve their differences, in­ 
itiate a mutually beneficial 
t ra d e rel a ti o n sh i p and 
cooperate in coming years to 
preserve the peace in at least 
half the world. 
Not all these great expec­ 
tations have been realized. 
But while nothing that can be 
called warm relations has 
developed between the United 
States and China, there has 
been no relapse into the pre- 
1972 freeze.

quicksand, try getting in­ 
volved in Italian politics,” 
one anti-aid militant told me.
